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INTRODUCTION

The  HumRRO  annual  report  of  Technical  Advisory  Services  (TAS) 
is  published  to  provide  the  reader  with  information  about  the  scope, 
variety,  significance,  and  extent  of  the  services  and  to  serve  HumRRO 
and  appropriate  Army  agencies  as  a  basis  for  future  program  planning 
and  budgeting. 

TAS  is  an  information-providing  activity  usually  initiated  in 
response  to  a  consumer  request  occurring  under  either  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  conditions: 

(1)  If  a  reliable  basis  for  providing  the  information  exists 
within  the  body  of  relevant  knowledge. 

(2)  If  only  trend  information  exists,  but  the  time  available  to 
either  the  responding  research  group  or  the  potential  user 
does  not  permit  initiation  of  research.  ?k 

TAS  information  is  provided  to  the  requester\by  oral  report, 


memorandum,  or  Consulting  Report,  depending  upon  the  anticipated 
breadth  of  interest  and/or  the  amount  of  effort  expended. 

Assistance  given  in  the  implementation  of  HumRRO  recommenda¬ 
tions  from  a  specific  research  effort  comes  under  (1)  above.  It  has 
been  reported  as  TAS  in  the  Tables  that  follow,  even  though  it  was 
started  under  a  research  Task  while  that  Task  was  active.  Services 
based  on  a  Task  are  frequently  given  while  it  is  still  active.  Some¬ 
times  experience  gained  during  the  research  is  immediately  relevant 
to  current  operational  problems.  Often  research  bj  -products  are  also 
found  extremely  useful  when  applied  to  current  problems.  For  example, 
job  performance  tests,  prepared  to  test  the  efficacy  of  experimental 
training,  have  been  found  more  generally  useful.  Of  course,  completed 
Tasks  may  continue  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  providing  TAS  when  needed. 

TAS  is  also  given  in  areas  not  related  to  a  specific  Task.  Such  TAS 
may  fall  under  either  condition  (1)  or  condition  (2)  above.  It  is  based 
upon  the  competence  of  HumRRO  professional  personnel.  This  com¬ 
petence  may  be  in  a  special  area  and  limited  to  specific  individuals,  or 
it  maybe  more  general,  gained  as  a  result  of  the  training  and  experience 
required  to  achieve  professional  status.  Many  of  the  activities  reported 
here  are  consultations  of  this  nature. 


Technical  Advisory  Services  for  Fiscal  Year  1964 

In  the  Office  of  the  Director,  TAS  is  almost  continuous.  There  are 
frequent  visitors  from  the  other  United  States  military  services  and 
the  Allied  military,  seeking  specific  information.  Many  requests  are 
received  each  month  for  publications,  for  research  findings  in  specific 
areas  related  to  the  HumRRO  mission,  and  for  professional  assistance 
over  a  broad  spectrum.

The  Director  of  HumRRO  maintains  a  representative  at  Headquarters, 
United  States  Continental  Army  Command  (USCONARC).  This  repre¬ 
sentative  and  his  assistant  provided  liaison  on  HumRRO  matters  and 
consultation  on  training  problems  and  performed  special  projects. 

The  following  are  representative  of  the  TAS  activities  performed  at 
Headquarters,  USCONARC  during  FY  1964; 

(1)  Statistical  analysis  of  a  comparison  between  six-  and 
eight-week  basic  combat  training  programs. 

(2)  Preparation  of  guidance  on  the  conduct  of  tests  of  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  Army  training  programs. 

(3)  Consultation  with  the  Airborne  Department  of  the 
Quartermaster  School  on  Parachute  Rigger  training. 

(4)  Development  of  training  objectives  for  training  cooks. 

(5)  Preparation  of  suggested  revisions  to  a  DA  pamphlet  on 
programed  instruction  based  on  reviews  made  by  all 
elements  of  HumRRO. 

(6)  Review  of  Army  MOS  Subject  Schedules  5-120,  "Pioneer 
and  Construction  Helper";  10-546,  "Laundry,  Bath,  and 
Impregnation  Specialist,"  MOS  546.1;  6-153,  "Field 
Artillery  Surveyor,"  MOS  153.0;  and  5-626,  "Construction 
Machine  Operator." 

One  major  TAS  activity  began  during  this  period,  after  the  issuance 
of  the  “Report  on  Recruit  Training"  by  the  then  Undersecretary  of  the 
Army,  Stephen  Ailes,  on  26  December  1963,  As  a  consequence  of  the 
decision  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  that  report,  HumRRO 
was  requested  by  Headquarters,  USCONARC,  to  assist  in  preparing 
plans,  documents,  and  programs.  The  Training  Center  Human  Research 
Unit  (TCHRU)  was  called  upon  for  major  support  because  of  the  relevance 
of  Tasks  TRANSITION,  RIFLEMAN,  and  NCO.  However,  much  past 
and  current  research  by  other  research  groups  was  also  relevant,  and 
personnel  from  these  other  groups  and  the  Director’s  Office  were 
also  involved. 

From  the  beginning  of  February  until  the  end  of  March,  44  pro¬ 
fessional  man-days  had  been  expended  on  this  effort.  As  noted  in 
Table  3,  Drs.  Hood,  Ward,  Caylor,  and  Bialck  of  TCHRU  were  involved 
in  the  early  planning  and  outlining  of  the  attack  upon  the  problem. 
Beginning  23  March,  Dr.  Hood,  TCHRU,  Dr.  MacCaslin,  Training 
Methods  Division,  Mr.  Warnick  and  Mr.  Cook,  Armor  Human  Research 
Unit,  and  Mr.  Hayes,  Director's  Office,  spent  202  man-days  in  close 
cooperation  with  Army  Training  Center  (ATC)  experts  at  Fort  Jackson, 
S.C.  They  assisted  the  USCONARC  Trainer  Preparation  Project  staff 
in  developing  detailed  course  objectives,  programs  of  instruction,  and 
evaluation  techniques  for  officer  and  enlisted  personnel  scheduled  for 
ATC  trainer  assignments.  USCONARC  administered  these  courses  to 
the  first  class  this  summer,  end  Dr.  Hood  continues  to  assist  in 
evaluation  of  the  training,  proposed  modifications,  and  preparations  for 
further  applications. 

Tabular  presentations  of  the  TAS  activities  of  the  HumRRO 
Divisions  and  Human  Research  Units  follow,  including  estimates  of  the 
total  amount  of  time  expended.
